Joseph H. Colliflower, for a num ber 
of years proprietor of 
the 
store 
on 
Baltimore street, now owned by 
the 
Adams County 
H ardw are 
Company, 
this week lost a suit in court a t C an­ 
ton, Ohio, for $5000 which he invested 
in a Canton store, and for $5000 dam ­ 
ages. S. M. 
Bushman 
and 
C. 
Wm. 
Troxell, of 
G ettysburg, 
and 
S. 
B. 
Gochnaur, of Bendersville, were 
sub­ 
poenaed as witnesses in the case but 
were not called. 
In December 1912 
Mr. 
Colliflower 
disposed of his business here to 
the 
company which has since 
owned 
the 
store. He went to Canton to 
become 
general m anager of the hardw are de­ 
partm en t of the Kline, Heffleman and 
Company general store, a 
large 
es­ 
tablishm ent which handles practically 
everything usually found in a d e p a rt­ 
ment store, with the exception of dry 
goods. 
Mr. 
Colliflower 
purchased 
$5000 of preferred stock in the 
con­ 
cern. 
It was brought out in the trial this 
week that the 
com pany 
represented 
to him th at they had paid 92 per cent 
in dividends during 
ten 
years 
time 
but, when asked w hether this w as out 
of the 
earnings, 
stated 
that 
they 
could not say 
that. 
Mr. 
Colliflower 
claimed th a t things 
were 
m isrepre­ 
sented to him and he could 
not 
get 
along with the firm so th a t he severed 
connections in about six m onths a fte r 
he took charge of the 
hardw are 
de­ 
partm ent. 
He later brought suit for the $5000 
which he invested in the stock—also 
for $5000 dam ages, 
The Court ruled 
that he did not have a valid claim for 
dam ages and that the only m atter on 
which the case could be tried was on 
the basis of fraud. 
The jury was 
>ent 
out 
and 
the 
Court announced that the prosecution 
had not established this fraud, w here­ 
upon the Court wrote a 
verdict 
for 
the defendant, the m atter being virtu­ 
ally taken from the ju ro rs’ hands. 
It 
is said th a t the jury was 
largely 
in 
favor of Mr. Colliflower. 
He retains 
the stock which, it is said, pays seven 
per cent. 
The testim ony of the local witnesses 
was not adm itted as they 
were 
not 
concerned in the 
fraud 
question 
on 
which the case hinged, 
Mr. Colliflower now 
has 
a 
large 
hardw are store of his own in Canton 
and is said to be doing 
a 
profitable 
business.

reserve 
northeast 
of 
Mont Alto, a few days ago rescued 
a 
doe that three tram p dogs chased into 
the wagonshed of Earl Riley. 
With assistance Thomas drove 
tho 
bloodthirsty 
dogs 
away 
arid 
then 
applied restoratives to the bedraggled 
doe. When it revived Ranger Thomas 
stitched the torn flesh and 
gave 
the 
animal fu rther security. It was, how­ 
ever, too much hurt and exhausted by 
the chase to recover and died the next 
day. 
The female deer which have become 
so frequent and numerous in the past 
month in their visits to the Caledonia 
reserve lowlands are unusually 
tame 
and, curiously 
attached 
to 
passing 
horses, draw 
clo: e 
to 
teams. 
This 
makes them easier prey for 
vicious 
dogs. Guns, clubs and various missiles 
are used by humane persons

Two thousand miles due north of the 
island off Mauritius and almost be­ 
tween th a t and the Seychelles group is 
the lono island of Agalegas. 
It is an 
island about six miles In circumfer­ 
ence, with its highest point about IOO 
feet above the sen.

habitants up to 1882, though traders 
and shell gatherers often called there 
for wood and Water. 
It w as in the year ISSI th a t the cap 
tain of a trading schooner entered tho 
port of S t Louis in the Mauritius to 
tell a wonderful story about this Island 
of Agalegas. 
Ile had called there for 
wood and w ater and to make repairs,

Amid the rocks he 
discovered a great cave, and from that 
cave he had taken and brought awny 
two elephants’ tusks, a box of silver 
bars and a Jewel handled sword.

was ii cunning chap. this trader, and 
ho had got the stuff aboard without 
his crew being the w iser and had said 
nothing about the cave.

report his find to any consul or other 
official a t S t Ixiuls, but after banging 
about for awhile he decided to make a 
confidant of the firm of Payne & Co 
This w as a French trading and export 
lug firm, and as I was In its employ I 
came to hear the story first hand. 
T he 
plunder 
Barcas 
had 
brought 
away was worth $10,OOO. but he as 
sured us that this was a mere flea bite 
compared to what had been left he 
hind. 
He had counted 250 tusks, which

of dollars, but the voyage was prosaic 
None of us were excited over It lintL 
the last day. aud then It was througt 
fear th at the cave m ight have beer 
discovered by some other caller. 
We ran Into a bay and dropped an 
chor at IO o'clock In th e forenoon, and 
before midday Barcas had visited th* 
treasure house aud reto rted all safe. 
Our first move w as to establish s 
cam p ou the highest spot of the Island 
and divide our forces. 
I took charg* 
of the laud party and Barcas of the 
brig. 
My party removed th e plundei 
frow the cave and carried It halfway 
down to the beach, aud his men car 
ried It a Ixia rd arid stow ed it away.

le\el and soon grew quiet. A thousand 
acres of forest had been sw ept away 
and 
the whole face of the Island 
changed in a moment. 
O ur spring anc 
our camp had been left untouched, but 
there was no longer a cavern, no long 
cr a bale of good*, no longer a bri§ 
laden with a king’s ransom . 
An earth 
quake at sen. a m ighty convulsion ol 
nature 500 miles aw ay, had robbed ut 
of brig, crew' and treasu re and left ut 
on an almost desolate rock in mid 
ocean to wait fur the passing craft th* 
rescued tis.
